presentation of the petition, we are induced to hope will be speedily | 
afforded. 

In making these remarks, we by no means dispute either the 
right or the propriety of some provision being made to ensure the | 
bond fide nature of all undertakings for which an Act of Parliament 
is necessary, although we consider that the present standing order | 
for that purpose is neither an efficacious or a judicious one. The | 
hardship of it in the present case is obvious—a great national work | 
8 proposed, and capital for its requirements would be forthcoming, | 
but parties very naturally demur at locking up two or three hun- | 
dred thousand pounds in the Exchequer, while awaiting the issue 
of Parliamentary investigation. The sacrifice of so large a sum for 
a year and a half, or perhaps even longer, merely in compliance 
with a Parliamentary form, is, to commercial men, who could so 
beneficially employ it in the meantime, a very serious affair—in 
fact, such abstraction would be little less than a positive national 
evil. 

It is well known, indeed, that the operation of this standing or- 
der may be, and is, very generally, evaded, the money being bor- | 
roweJ from some banker connected with the promoters of the Bill, 
to whom interest on the loan is paid, and the sum itself returned 
as soon as it can be withdrawn. We are confident, in fact, that 
little or no money can ever be expected from the shareholders till 
it becomes absolutely necessary for the prosecution of the under- 
taking, and that it is preposterous to expect otherwise. The only 
guarantee for the public security which can be given, is, in our | 
opinion, the respectability of the parties who appear as promoters 
of the Bill, for upon therm rests the moral responsibility of carrying 
through the undertaking commenced under their auspices. Men 
of standing and capital are very unlikely to lend their names to any 
delusive project ; and when such names are wanting, the mere pay- 
ment of 10 per cent. on the capital can afford but little security, 
seeing how easily the matter may be accomplished without comply- 


ing with the real spirit or intention of the order which directs «uch 
payment to be made. A regulation of this kind may have the ef- 
fect, as in the present case, of throwing obstacles in the way of a 
useful undertaking, but that it affords any real security to the pub- 
lic we greatly doubt

BANK OF IRELAND. 


In the House of Commons, on Thursday evening, on the report on the 
Bank of Ireland Acts being brought up— 

Mr. O'CONNELL said he should further proceedings without addi- 
tional information. The only merit that had ever been attributed to the 
Bank of Ireland by the Chancellor of the Exchequer was, that money was 
cheap in Dublin, and not dearer than in free banking districts. Now that 
was because the demand was decreased, and anything would be cheap the 
demand for which was as small or smaller than the supply. Dublin had 
dwindied from about 100 manafactories to 15 or 20. Therefore the very 
vime of the Dank of Ircland was made its vindication. He protested against 
the mooepoly, anc expressed bis intention of dividing the House. 

Mr. Aston Yarns resisted the further progress of the bill. He fully 
agreed that the Bank of Ireland had no claim to the renewal of their char- 
ter; but he protested against the doctriae of the hoa. member for Kilkenny, 
that free trade in banking could ever be productive of any advantage to 


| treland. 


The Cuancetrton of the Excuraver would be sorry if anything ov- 
curred in debate to shake the credit of joint-stock banks. He would rather 


| deal with a bed system of law under a well-managed bank, than with a good 


system under an iil-managed bank. As to the amount of capital, all the ac- 
counts which had been rendered on the sabject had been laid on the table of 
the house ; bat if the hoa. geatleman wished for further detail, he should be 
happy to furoish it before the second reading of the bill. He did not with- 
hold censure from the Bank of Ireland where he thought it was applicable. 
He was vot asking fur this measure as a boon to the Bank of Ireland ; bat 
he looked at the general interests of the country. It was essential that there 
should be a central potat kept free from local circulation. The safety of the 
bank was the safety of the pablic ; for if they aliowed a system which disor- 
ganised banks, they endangered the public credit. He therefore asked the 
house to allow the introduction of this bill—he asked the house to allow the 
bill to be introduced .o order to have its provisions cireulated in Ireland, and 
well considered there. Other causes, besides the banking system in Dublia, 
would acconnt for the difference between the proxperity of Dublin and Bel- 
fast. He dil not propose to coutioue for an indefinite period these privi- 
lowes ; he proposed to continge them till the end of four years. The hon, 
member for Dublin withed to sce the whole principle of banks in buth coan- 
tries considered. So did he (the Chancellor of the Exchequer), but let it be 
dene in both countrics together. On these grounds he trusted the house 
would see no objection to agreeing to these resolutions ;— 

** That is te expedient to contioue, for a limited period, to the Governor 
aad Company ef the Haak of Ireland, certain of the privileges now vested by 
law in that corporation, subject to such conditions as may be provided, by an 
Act to be paseed for the purpose, in the present Session of Parliament." 

** That the Goverver and Company of the Hank of Ireland shall be entitied 
for all Exchequer Bille--(beieg bills tesued in pursuance of two Acts for the 
relief of the owners of tithes, and for abolishing composition for tithes in 
Ireland, and not excceding in the whole 900 000/,),—which shall be delivered 
up by them to be cancelled, to receive for the same and for the interest dee 
thereon, each an amount of three pounds per ceotum consolidated or reduced 
aauaitios, as the said Ewehequer Hills and interest would have purchased, if 
the same had been applied ia the purchase of such anoguities, cetimated at the 
quarterly average price at which the said annuities might have been pur- 
clased ja the quarter in which theisaid Exchequer Hills shall be delivered up 
to be casecticd.”’
